Funeral Rites 
For Pius XII 
Start Today 


VATICAN CITY (UPI)—The 
novendiali, the nine days of 
funeral rites for Pope Pius XU, 
will begin with an early morn- 
ing mass in the Basilica of St. 
Peter Saturday. 


It will be climaxed by his 
burial, probably Monday, in the 
crypt beside the Tomb of St. 
Peter, 


During the nine days before 
and after the burial, the high 
and the humble of the Roman 
Catholic Church will pray for 
eternal rest for their Pope. 


The Pope’s body was carried 
Friday from Castel Gandolfo 
into Vatican City in a glass- 
sided hearse so that thousands 
along the route would be able 
to view it on the stately proces- 
sion. 

The enclosed motor hearse, 
containing the embalmed body 
in a plain wooden coffin, drove 
the 15 miles to the gates of the 
Eternal City in an informal 
motorcade. It left the lakeside 
summer palace at Castel Gan- 
dolfo at 2:28 p.m, (10:28 p.m. 
JST). 


Vatican officials, in a depar- 
ture from tradition, ordered the 
Pope’s body taken to the Basi- 
lica of St Peter's instead of to 
the Sistine Chapel. 

Vatican sources said the} 
change resulted from the fact 
that the Pope died outside the 
Vatican, Had he died in the 
Apostolic Palace, the , body 
would have been taken first to 
the Sistine Chapel and then to 
the Basilica. 


In another change from the 
expected routine, the Vatican 
decided to place the body direct- 
ly in front of the main altar in 
the central nave of the huge 
candle-lit Basilica rather than 
in the Chapel of the Sacrament, 
which is off to one side. It was 
in front of the main altar that 
he held his many audiences. 

The rite of burial was ex- 
pected to begin Monday after- 
noon. Cardinals, relatives, dis- 
tinguished guests and the diplo- 
matic corps will witness the 
scene from specially erected tri- 
bunes, 

The prayers for the Pope will 
continue daily for the rest of 
the nine days in the Basilica 
around an empty coffin placed 
on a catafalque in front of the 
altar of the chair. 

Before the body was removed 
from the summer palace Friday, 
the gates were swung open so 
several thousand persons from 
nearby villages could view the 
Pope for the last time. 

The crowds of winegrowers, 
weeping women,  sad-faced 
monks and nuns gathered at an 
early hour outside the villa. 

The Pope decreed in his last 
will and testament that all of 
his personal possessions go to 


Japan, U.S. 
Sign Protocol 
Amending 
A-Agreement 


Japan and the United States 
signed in Washington Friday 
(Japan time) a protocol aimend- 
ing their June 16 agreement for 
cooperation in the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy. 

The protocol calls for two 
amendments, One provides for 
insertion of a stipulation in the 
agreement that the United 
States will use the plutonium 
to be obtained from Japanese 
reactors “for peaceful purposes 
only.” The original pact merely 
refers to President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's “peaceful use” 
statement of 1956 in a note at- 
tached to the pact, 

The other amendment is to 
increase the quantity of the 
U.S.supplied plutonium to be 
used for research purposes 
from 10 to 260 grams. _ It 
also makes the special nuclear 
material available for use not 
only in a material testing re- 
actor, as called for by the pact, 
but also in a research reactor. 

The protocol was signed by 
Ambassador Koichiro Asakai 
for Japan, Walter S. Robertson, 
assistant secretary of state, and 
Yohn McCone, chairman of the 
US. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, signed for the United 
States. 

The brief protocol, consisting 
of a preamble and four articles, 


was signed following two 
months of negotiations in 
Washington. The talks began 


early last August at the request 
of the Japanese Government. 

The Japanese Government 
sought insertion of a stipulation 
in the June atomic energy 
agreement for limiting U.S. use 
of plutonium from Japanese re- 
actors to only peaceful pur- 
poses, But this request was not 
met. 

Article 1 of the protocol 
amends Article 5, Paragraph A 
of the agreement to alter the 
phrase “10 grams of plutonium, 
and 10 grams of U-233”" and sub- 
stitute in leu thereof the 
phrase “10 grams of U-233, 250 
grams of plutonium in the form 
of fabricated foils and sources, 
and 10 grams of plutonium in 
other forms.” ‘ 

Article 2 changes Article 7, 
Paragraph C of the agreement 
to read as follows: 

“C, The United States Com- 
mission may, upon request and 
in its diseretion, make a portion 
of the foregoing special nuclear 
material available as material 
enriched up to 90 per cent for 
use in research and materials 
testing reactors, each capable 
of operating with a fuel load 
not to exceed eight kilograms 
of contained U-235 in uranium.” 

This amendment means addi- 
tion of a research reactor, for 
which the nuclear materiais are 
also available, and increase of 
the fuel load from the original 
six kilograms to eight kilograms.

An exchange of “children’s 
missions” between Japan and 
the Soviet Union will be car- 
ried out next spring, largely 
through the efforts of Council-

According to plans. adopted 
for the fostering of friendship 
between the two countries 
through the children's missions, 
about 30 Russian boys and girls 
will visit Japan next March. 

In exchange, a group of about 
30 Japanese boys and girls will 
visit the Soviet Union in June. 

Each group will remain in 
the host country about one 
month, 

The exchange stemmed from 
a Suggestion by Kiichi Komine, 
head of the Japanese Machine 
Tool Industry mission which 
visited the Soviet Union in July 
last year. He said a group of 
Japanese children should be 
sent to the Soviet Union for an 
opportunity to see how Rus 
sian children work and study. 

The Soviets responded with a 
proposal for expansion of the 
plan to make it an exchange 
of children's groups.

Earth, Not Moon, Holds 


New Worlds 


By 
NEW YORK (UPI)—Now that 
scientists are seriously aiming 
to shoot for the moon, the 
science fiction writers are look- 
ing for fantastic new worlds to 
conquer right here on earth. 
With a second attempt to fire 
a rocket at the moon perhaps 
only weeks away, the writers of 
“space operas” are trying to 
overcome their boredom with 
galaxies and meteors by writing 
about railrpad cars that convert 


wheat to Dread while traveling 
from farm to market and a so- 
clety so mechanized that no one 


ever takes a walk. 


Paul W. Fairman, science fic- 
tion editor of the Ziff-Davis Pub- 
lishing Co., which issues amaz- 
ing science fiction and fantastic 
Magazines, said the moon has 
been “old hat” to his contribu- 
tors since the early 1940s, ex- 
cept perhaps as the setting for 
“space operas” as full of ro- 
mance and shooting as a west- 
ern “horse opera.” 


“Science fiction, in a sénse2, 
has exhausted the possibilities 
of space travel other than being 
background for a good Story.’ 
Fairman told United Press Inte™ 
national in an interview, “The 
new frontiers are right here on 
earth.” 


Writers who used to go into 
colorful detail about earth mans 
future on the moon now regard 
it merely as a potential dump. 
ing ground for atomic waste 
carried from the earth aboard 
nuclear-propelled garbage rock- 
ets, he said. 


What most of them are in- 
terested in, he said, is an auto- 
matic civilization on earth in 
which no one wil] need to wor 
more than three or four hours

—~Banks where doctors can 
obtain any body parts to repair 
injured persons, just as blood 
and corneas are available now. 

Fairman was most enthusias- 
tic about what he called “iIn- 
tegrated railways,” however. 
These moving factories would 
pick up any produce at a farm 
and convert it to a marketable 
item by the time they had tra- 
veled to consumer areas. 

“Same writers are concerned 
with the problem of overpopula- 
tion,” Fairman said. “We've 
even had stories foreseeing the 
day when there might be so 
many persons on earth that 
there would not even be room 
for all of them to stand. 

“That's where space may 
come back to science fiction in 
a big way. It’s possible we'll 
start writing about man-made 
suburbs in space 500 to 600 
miles up, with people commut- 
ing by rocket from their satel- 
lite homes to cities on earth.”

Olympic Oath 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(AP)—The International Olym- 
pic Committee Thursday drop- 
ped the controversial oath of 
amateur intention from the rules 
of future Olympic Games. 

The previous version of the 
Olympic rules, published prior 
to the 1956 Melbourne Games, 
required every competing 
athlete -to sign ae following 
statement: 

“I declare on my ‘honor that 
I am and intend to remain an 
amateur and fulfill the condi- 
tions stipulated by the Olympic 
rules.” 

In the new rules, the words 
“and intend to remain” were 
eliminated, making the oath 
read “I declare on my honor 
that I am an amateur and fulfill 
the conditions stipulated by the 
Olympic rules.” 

Otto Mayer, chancellor of the 
10C, said. the change was made 
because the earlier version had 
led to protests from sports 
organizations throughout the 
world, and “was manifestiy un- 
enforceable.” 

Nevertheless, the new rules 
ban athletes who, prior to com- 
peting in the Olympics, public- 
ly announce their intention of 
turning professional later, 

The new rules. also ban 
athletes “who have neglected 
their usual vocation or employ- 
ment for competitive sport.”

The Braves scored in the first 
when, with the bases loaded, 
Wes Covington grounded to 
Skowron and Red Schoendienst, 
who had singled, went home.

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Trade Group 
Arrives in 
Washington 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A 
delegation of leading Japanese 
businessmen arrived here Thurs- 
day on a five-week exploration 
of the American market. Their 
goal is to boost sales without 
stirring up new protectionist de- 
mands from their American 
competitors. 

The mission is the biggest or- 
ganized effort yet made by Japa- 
nese industry to find and cure 
the causes of resistance to 
Japan's bid for a larger share 
of the rich American market. 

While described as a “private” 
trade mission, it has the bless- 
ing and cooperation of the Japa- 
nese Government. Its leader is 
Heltaro Inagaki, president of 
the Japan Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil, a ranking member of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party and 
former Minister of International 
Trade and Industry. 

Inagaki and 10 other execu- 
tives in Japanese textile, syn- 
thetics, steel, electrical equip- 
ment, trade and other industries 
will call on U.S. Government of- 
ficials and business leaders here 
and in nine other cities. 

They fiew here ‘Thursday 
night from Seattle, where they 
began their American tour Tues- 
day night. 


Asakai Comments 

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ambas- 
sader Koichiro Asakai said the 
Japanese Government attached 
great importance to the Japanese 
trade mission arriving Thursday 
night for a six-week tour of the 
United States. 


Asakai told newsmen the 
Tokyo Government would be 
anxious to consider the report 
of the 13-man group in the 
future shaping of trade policies 
with the United States,

Plant Exportation 
To India Planned 


The Government will try to 
promote exports of industrial 
plants to India under a deferred 
payment basis by utilizing 
Japan's credit grant of ¥15,000 
million to that country. 

This was declared Thursday 
by Junnosuke Hidaka of the 
International Trade and Indus- 
ry Ministry before a gathering 
of the International trade com- 
mittee of the Federation of 
Economic Organizations. 

The statement by Hidaka, who 
is director of MITI’s internation- 
al trade promotion section, 
came in reply to a complaint by 
Hirosaku Tachibana, managing 
director of the Japan Federation 
of Machine Industry Associa- 
tions. Tachibana had asserted 
that the current delay in the 
employment of the ven credit 
for India is impeding Japan’s 
piant exports to that country. 

The Finance Ministry has 
adopted a policy of not permit- 
ting the export of industrial 
plants to India under the usual 
deferred payment formula be- 
fore official sanctioning of the 
export under the yen credit 
payment basis. This, it is re- 
ported, has caused commercial 
talks on Indian plans to pur- 
ehase Japan's machinery, total- 
ing some ¥36,000 million, to 
come to a halt.

Wholesale Prices 
Establish Advance 


The wholesale price index for 
the last 10 days of September 
indicated an advance for the 
first time in 70 days, the Bank 
of Japan announced Thursday. 

The index stood at 97 against 
the 1952 average of 100, a rise 
of 0.2 per cent over the previous 
10 days. 

The advance was primarily 
attributable to a 0.9 per cent 
increase in the prices of food- 
stuffs in the wake of Typhoon 
No. 22, 

Iron and steel prices also were 
up by 0.2 per cent. Fuels and 
sundries likewise were higher. 

The wholesale price index for 
the whole of September, how- 
ever, registered 96.9, a 0.4 drop 
from the previous month. 

Prices of textile goods fell off 
by 2.1 per cent. Those of other 
commodities were also lower, 
except for foods and construc- 
tion materials which showed 
general firmness,

Below Check Prices 

On the other hand, most goods 
sold this year have been priced 
below the check prices (theoret!- 
cally the minimum permissible 
export prices). This is due not 
to excessive competitive sellinz 
pressure, but to lower raw wooi 
and wool yarn prices, which 
knitters have passed on to their 
customers, The 1959 ¢heck 
prices will probably be adjusted 
accordingly, it is predicted. 

The present basic check 
price for fur-blend sweaters is 
$8.30 per pound; and for plain 
women’s styles in gloves, $3.15 
per dozen, 0.95 Ib. Current 
market prices are described as 
“a little lower.” 

American demand for zephyr 
quality wool sweaters this year 
has been much smaller than in 
the past two years, during 
Which zephyrs replaced cash- 
mere blends as the big-selling 
line. Now woolangora blends 
account for about 80 per cent 
of the exports to the States, it 
is reported. These are mostly 
25 or 30 per cent angora, and 
some include 5 per cent nylon 
or silk in the biend. 

This trend away from zephyrs 
into a better-priced bracket be- 
gan to develop even voefore the 
quota took effect. However, as 
long as the quantity is limited, 
it is to the advantage of both 
knitters and importers to handle 
a higher-priced line. It is pre- 
dicted that fur-blends will con- 
tinue to be the strongest line 
for 1959 selling as well, based 
on indications received thus far 
from American customers. 

Gloves 

There has been no marked 
change in the qualities of wool 
gloves bought by the U.S. How- 
ever, business in stretch nylon 


gioves, which are outside the 
export quota, has been increas- 
ing. ne well-informed es- 


timate places this year’s total at 
around 250,000 dozen pair. 
Stretch nylon yarn prices have 
recently come down about 10 
per cent in Japan. 

Slipper-socks continue to be a 
slowly-growing business. Cheap 
soles are still a problem, but 
the higher-priced lines with 
sponge rubber soles are getting 
more buyer attention.

Japan will have six fleets 
with a total of 69 catcher boats 
participating in coming 13th in- 
ternational whaling expedition, 
te get under way in the Antrac- 
tic late in November. 


The Japanese fleets will be 
operated as in the past by three 
major fishing companies—Taiyo 
Gyogyo, Nippon Suisan and 
Kyokuyo Hogei. They will aim 
to catch 4,950 razorbacks and 
1,700 sperm whales during the 
five-month operations, Accord- 
ing to operation plans submit. 
ted to the Government by the 
three fishery firms Thursday, 
five of the fleets will depart 
from the ports of Yokohama, 
Yokosuka and Kobe Nov. 1. The 
remaining fleet will leave Yoko- 
suka Noy. 18. 


Mother ships taking part in 
the expedition will be Taiyo 
Gyogyo’s Nisshin Maru No. 1 
and 2 and Kinjo Maru, Nippon 
Suisan’s Tonan Maru No. 1 and 
2 and Kyokuyo Gyogyo’s Kyo- 
kuyo Maru No, 2. 

These fleets will begin opera- 
tions for sperm whales late in 
November and for razorbacks 
Jan. 7 next year. They will 
return to Japan early April. 

Five countries—Japan, Brit-

Their 
fleets will- total about 20.

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Business in Taiwan Brisk 
In Spite of Red Threats 


By JOSEPH Z. REDAY 


I departed from practice in 
the last column and went poll- 
tical about the situation on Tal- 
wan. This column will get back 
to business which in Taiwan is 
going forward briskiy in spite of 
hostilities in the islands near 
the mainiand, 


As an indicator of economic 
stability in Taiwan, the free or 
black market money rate has 
gone up to about 43 to 44 New 
Taiwan dollars to the U.S. dollar. 
The official rate for most pur 
poses is 36.05 to the U.S. dol- 
lair and the normal free mar- 
Ket rate is about 39. Few cur- 
rencies could withstand as well 
the threat of enemy action so 
close and the daily threats to 
Taiwan's existence which come 
out of Red China. 


Trade With Japan 


Taiwan's firm economic base 
rests upon the availability of 
good management, a reasonable 
amount of local raw material 
and fuel, and an agricultural 
self-sufficiency. Agriculturally 
Taiwan is more than self-suffi- 
cient, of course, and has a good 
export business in foodstuffs. 
While I was last in Taiwan, for 
example, a contract was signed 
between the two countries for 
the sale of 50,000 tons of Taiwan 
rice to Japan. 


Taiwan in turn has a long- 
term contract for the purchase 
of 300,000 tons of Japanese fer- 
tilizer. The strength of the Tai- 
wan economy is Illustrated, how- 
ever, by the fact that the island 
which is a heavy fertilizer user, 
will be self-sufficient In nitrogen 
fertilizers in about another 
year. This will leave only a re- 
latively small deficiency in phos- 
phate fertilizers. 


Taiwan is the only oriental 
country outside Japan even io 
approach such ability to supply 
its own needs. Every other 
country lists among its major 
foreign exchange expenditures 
the import of large tonnages ef 
chemical fertilizers, 


Demand for Capital 


The major deficiency in the 
Taiwan economy is investment 
money. Just as in Japan and 
for the same reason, the demand 
for capital for new enterprise 
ha. far outstripped supply. 
Business firms pay more than 
15 per cent per year for the 
soundest possible industrial 
loan money, and a going rate up 
to 4 per cent a month for com- 
mercial note money. At those 
rates, even good and profitable 
enterprises cannot easily with- 
Stand a period of slack busi- 
ness. 


It is a tribute, however, to the 
confidence which the business- 
men in Taiwan have in the 
future, that even at the 
above high interest rates, stock 
purchase money is relatively 
easier to find for a sound pro- 
ject than is loan money. I 
personally have sometimes had 
a somewhat difficult time in 
placing small scale stock invest- 
ment money because of fully 
subscribed issues on good enter- 
prises, but no problem ih find- 
ing attractive places to loan 
money. 

On a larger scale Taiwan ac- 
tively solicits overseas invest- 
ment, particularly from Ameri-

Surrender of Quemoy and 
Matsu would certainly discour- 
age the businessmen of Taiwan, 
along with the Chinese Govern- 
ment and military.

A political sell out, 
however, would be a different 
matter—another small reason, 
added to the many big ones, for 
holding Quemoy and Matsu.

August Shipments 


Little Changed 


Shipments and stocks of min- 
ing and manufacturing com- 
panies during August remained 
at the same level of the previ- 
ous month, according to the 
International Trade and _  In- 
dustry Ministry. 

This together with the stagna- 
tion of production activities was 
an indication of the prolonged 
business recession in this coun- 
try, it said. 

MITI announced Thursday 
that the index of shipments by 
mining and manufacturing firms 
stood at 136 and that of stocks 
at 150.7 for August, against 100 
for 1955. 

As for August shipments, the 
ceramic industry showed a 5.3 
per cent increase over the pre- 
ceding month due to tavorable 
cement exports. Chemical and 
textile industries also register- 
ed a rise. 

With regard to stocks, the 
mining industry remained at the 
same level as’ the 
month, which was 2.5 times as 
high as August, last year. Coal 
stocks increased. threefold. 

Stocks of products in the iron- 
steel industry were 3.8 per cent 


higher, and in the chemical im | 


dustry 4 per cent higher than 
the previous month, MITI said.

Lawmakers and administrators of the law are faced 
with a real dilemma in trying to answer the question 


“When does a boy become a man?” 


People everywhere 


have been trying to answer that since the dawn of humanity 
and their solutions have varied widely according to the 


circumstances and needs. 


The question has arisen here after a couple of sensation- 


al crimes involving boys in their late teens. 


It is already 


answered in the law, which arbitrarily sets the date of 
adulthood at the 20th birthday. 

Objections being voiced to this are very sound. But no 
one can logically criticize its arbitrariness. Obviously every 
individual matures differently and equally obviously the 
law cannot be written separately for each individual. 

Consider first, though, the background to the current 
move to revise the legal definition of children and adults, 


An 18-year-old boy coldly committed murder. 


He was 


big for his age and twice as smart, but the law automatical- 
ly regards him not fully responsible and so he will be tried © 
under the more lenient provisions for juveniles. 

In an entirely different case, the point has been rais- 
ed whether the 19-year-old American airman who killed a 
train passenger should not be considered an adult since *he 
was given the responsibility of carrying a rifle. 

Both of these cases provide excellent arguments against 


the present setup, but they are exceptional. 


Better reason 


for demanding a change is found in the alarming increase 
in serious crimes committed by “delinquents” who are no 
more juvenile than their gang bosses. . 


We have been mostly concerned up till now with at- 
tempts to get at the social roots of juvenile delinquency 


and to prescribe positive remedies. 


We must do a great 


deal more than we have on that score, too. “But at the same 
time we might ask M we haven't been coddling young 


criminals too much. 


The Justice Ministry is working on the problem and 
plans to have draft legislation ready before the end of the 
year. We believe it should contain a lowered age minimum 
for adults and at the same time that for juveniles of what- 
ever definition more severe penalties should be established 


for serious crimes.

We continue to marvel at the progress of modern sci- 
ence. Now they're threatening to put smell into advertising 
handbills—eau du beefsteak, for instance, to entice us into a 
restaurant (though there’s no guarantee that it won’t make 
us rush to the local butcher instead).

What fragrance 
And how in the world do 


you decide the odor that will soften up the potential buyer 
of a TV set or washing machine? 


Fragrant advertising must become a very exact science 


if it is to become effective. 


There are problems for people other than the adver- 
tisers, too. One of the smells available, we are told, is ex- 
actly like that given off by a house on fire, and it’s offered, 


naturally, to insurance firms. 


We hate to imagine the panic 


that might result when an airplane showers some neigh- 
borhood with leaflets like this. 


Actually, that brings up another subject, on which it’s 


much easier to pass judgment. 


What right does anybody 


have to litter the public streets and private gardens with 


these airborne leaflets? 


Down in Nagoya, where this form of advertising is 
especially common, the police have addressed a petition to 
the Police Agency to do something about it. They say the 
leaflets have caused a number of traffic accidents, when 
children rush out into the street to gather them. 

There is no better argument than that for outlawing 


these aerial invasions. 


Which is what we have thought 


for a long time the authorities should do. 
From the advertiser's standpoint, the value of the air- 


borne leaflets is extremely dubious. 


They might do well to 


turn to the latest gimmick of fragrant handbills, if they 


must try to startle us. 


Start From the Minimum 


Diet Studies Bill to Eliminate Substandard Wages 


The Lower House started its 
deliberations Tuesday upon the 
minimum wage bill, which the 
pre-election 28th Diet failed to 
pass due to its dissolution in 
April. Since then, the pending 
legislation had remained one of 
the biggest issues for both em- 
ployers and workers of Japan. 

The Socialists in the 28th Diet 
opposed the Government-spon- 
sored bill and that caused it to 
be shelved until now. The 
Socialists have their own bi!l 
on the same subject but it has 
virtually no prospects of Diet 
passage due to the minority 
strength of the Socialist Party. 

The Socialist - Government 
legislative rivalry may be 
epitomized as a contest be- 
tween a bold, maximal approach 
on the one hand and the cau- 
tious, minimal approach on the 
other. 

The Socialists are denouncing 
the Government bill as a 
phoney legislation because it 
calls for Official authorization of 
minimum wage agreements 
among the employers them- 
selves. They want instead a 
fiat rate minimum applicable 
to all workers of this country. 

Spreading Trend 

The Government position 
may certainty be called a start 
from the minimum on the is- 
sue of minimum wage legisla- 
tion. When the examples of 
foreign legislation are studied, 
what is now being proposed 
here must be termed indeed the

minimum wages has extended 
from sweat labor to industrial 
relations in general and, speak- 
ing geographically, it has spread 
from Europe to Latin America 
and then to Asia, 

When the International Labor 
Organization (ILO). held its 
third Asian Regional Confer. 
ence in Tokyo In 1953, the dele- 
gates unanimously agreed that 
minimum wage legislation was 
the most urgent need for Asia. 
Governments, employers and 
workers were all represented in 
that conference, 

Various Methods 

The wage minimum can be 
set by various methods. One of 
these methods is direct legisia- 
tion of the minimum as exem- 
plified by the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act of 1938 in the United 
States. This federal Legislation, 


which now assures the $1 per 


hour minimum in interstate in- 


dustries, was accomplished in 
the New Deal. New Zealand 
also set the nationwide legal 


minimum in 1945. 

Another method calls for set- 
ting of the minimum by a coun- 
cil formed for each specific in- 
dustry, as exemplified by the 
British trade boards in the 
prewar period and the wages 
eouncil after the war. The

Newspapers and TV 


By TOICHIRO TAKAMATSU 


The ilth annual Newspaper 
Week was held again this year 
to enlighten the public on the 
role of the press, It was also 
the time for newspapers to re- 
flect on criticisms made by 
newspapermen themselves and 
the public, 

Mass communication media 
in Japan as a whole are now 
undergoing a vast reorganiza- 
tion as a result of the develop- 
ment of television networks. 
However, in Japan most of the 


private television companies are 
run by newspapers. 


The question is whether 
Japan’s TV will develop in the 
future at the expense of news- 
papers. It is desirable at this 
time, however, that newspapers 
and TV try to seek ways and 
means for mutual benefit. 


So long as newspapers con- 
tinue to rely too heavily on sen- 
sation-mongering just to enter- 
tain readers, newspapers will 
fall behind TV. This is exactly 
what is happening with popular 
newspapers in Britain. A drop 
in circulation which is now be- 
ing experienced by popular 
papers in Japan may also be ex- 
plained by the growing popu- 
larity of television. 

Fragmentary knowledge of 
events supplied by newspapers 
can no longer heip the reader 
to understand complex state of 
world politics and economics. 
The newspaper is a “diary of 
the world.” Not only events 
but also statements by leaders 
are now treated as important 
news and are carried by news- 
papers.

It is regrettable that city 
banks are competing with each 
other in lending money to in- 
dustries with the recent easing 
of ithe monetary = situation.

war years, The deplorable situa- 
tion has been brought about by 
the one-sidedness of the Japa- 
nese diet which is not so 
balanced as the European or 
American diet. The high mal- 
nutrition rate is directivy linked 
to the consecutive bumper rice 
crops. It is heartening to note 
that children who got used to 
eqting bread during the war 
when rice was in short supply, 
are not particularily fond of 
rice,

manner. Moreover, the order

without first consulting the Op- 
position Party or sounding out 
public opinion. We appeal to 
the Socialists to stop boycotting 
Diet discussion since it means 
the negation of the parliamen- 
tary system.

We cannot endorse the Gov- 
ernment’s sudden introduction 
to the Diet of a bill to revise 
the Police Duties Law.. The 
public is in the dark over the 
revision, The Government has 
not given any reason why it 
feels compelled to present the 
bill in such a hasty manner. 
Japan is a democratic nation, 
where freedom of speech pre- 
vails. It is not like a Com- 
munist nation which usually 
makes regulations and laws 
without prior notice. In a 
democracy, the Government 
first tries to obtain the under-

make any revisions of laws: The 
sudden submission of the bill 
by the Tories will cause even 
those who support the revision 
to become dissatisfted with the 
Government's attitude,

It is evident that the Govern- 
ment decided to submit the bill 
for revision of the Police Duties 
Law because of the acts of viol- 


ence that have marked the 
teachers’ struggle against the 
efficiency rating system. It is 


also clear that the bill is aimed 
at making it possible for the 
police to crack down on the 
labor movement — though the 
official excuse is that the police 
must be given more power to 


combat juvenile delinquency 
and activities of extreme right- 
ists. The revision would enable 
the police to break up demon- 
strations as a preventive step, 
supposedly when public order 
and peace is endangered. Pass- 
age of this bill would constitute 
a flagrant violation of the con- 
stitutional provisions guarantee- 
ing freedom of assembly and 
other rights.

The submission of the bill for 
revision of the Police Duties 
Law indicates that the Govern- 
ment does not consider itself 
capable of controlling the labor 
movement or maintaining peace 
and order unless new laws are 
passed. If the amendment bill 
exclusively is aimed at strength- 
ening the police corps’ hand 
in dealing with the labor move- 
ment or demonstrators, it 
should be opposed. It is clear 
that political purposes are be- 
hind the Government's move as 
the Government hastened to 
present the bill without any 
previous notice or full. public 
debate. The Government should 
drop any plan of trying to rail- 
road the bill through the Diet 
as passage of the hill would

Activities of juvenile delin- 
quents and hoodiums have not 
become so bad that the Police 
Duties Law must be amended, 
Violence and juvenile delin- 
quency can be fully controlled 
merely by properly enforcing 
the existing police law. It is 
with good reason that the Social- 
ist Party is opposing the revi- 
sion of the law. If the amend- 
ment is passed by the Diet, 
there is likely to be abuse of 
power by police.

Under such circumstances, 
the duty of the newspaper 
should be something more than 
merely reporting bits of facts 
as television does, Rather than 
reporting individual happenings, 
newspapers are expected to pro- 
vide readers with the general 
trend of the incessantiy chang- 
ing situation. 


For instance, a member of 
the Diet is in total darkness as 
to what is going on as a whole 
in the Jegislative body, until he 
sees the newspaper reporting 
the proceedings of the dey. This 
is especially the case when the 
Diet members are working on 
a specialized committee. They 
are running about with what 
information they have and the 
newspapers take care of the 
drift of affairs. 

A similar example may be 
seen in the trend of Japanese 
economy. One may tell the im- 
mediate movements of the eco- 
nomic world from daily press 
reports but must depend on the 
“Economic White Paper” to 
grasp the long term trend. 

The readers expect news- 
papers to give them a perspec- 
tive observation of the trend of 
the times as well as commen- 
taries and fragmentary reports 
on each incident. 

More than 400 different items 
of news are said to pour into 
Japan on week days from a 
single foreign news agency. To 
this are added countless items 
supplied from domestic news 
services and local branches of 
the newspaper. But of these 
items not more than one-tenth 
is really worth carrying. Rather 
than giving an account of each 
of these incidents, therefore, it 
would be much more sensible 
to coordinate -the stories and 
show the general trend of af- 
fairs. 

Owing to excessive competi- 
tion, maintenance of their sales 
network and rise of personnel 
expenses, Japanese newspapers 
have been suffering large de- 
ficits and management is at a 
turning point.

Other types of minimum wage 
institutions include setting of 
the minimum through arbitra- 
tion awards by courts, and ex- 
tension to unorganized workers 
of the binding power of a collec- 
tively barga.red wage rate. 

Realistic Approach 

These various types may be 
more roughly classified into two: 
the flat rate system as represent- 
ed by the American type and 
the industrywide system, one 
example of which is the British 
type. 

Both of them are good but 
the industrywide method may 
be considered to be a more 
realistic approach in a country 
undertaking minimum wage 
legislation for the first time in 
history. Burma, for example, 
recently adopted an industry- 
wide legislation with technical 
advice from the ILO specialists. 

The plan advocated by the 
Japanese Government does not 
call for an over-all flat rate. 
And that is+quite reasonable. 
But the Japanese plan relies 
mainly upon the action of em- 
ployers, who are supposed to 
agree upon the minimum rate 
and seek official authorization 
of it. 

The minimum wage council, 
to be created both in Tokyo and 
locally, is expected to advise 
on the matter and, according to 
the proposed legislation, its ad- 
vice must be heeded with re- 
spect. And the council will 
have the power to recommend 
a minimum wage agreement to 


employers, when they have 
none or their agreement is 
inadequate. It can make an 


agreemept binding also to out 
siders in the same industry or 
authorize a collectively bargain- 
ed Wage rate as the minimum 
wage. The council can even 
take outright action to set the 
rate, when other methods fail. 
Socialist Criticism 

It may be said in brief, how- 
ever, that minimum wages are 
expected to be agreed upon bv 
the employers concerned and 
the official authorities assume 
only a role of supervision and 
guidance. 

The Socialists are criticizing 
this point and their criticism is 
not without reason. But, on 
the other hand, the Socialist 
proposal of a flat rate of ¥8,000 
a month (¥6,000 in the two-year 
transitive period) is impracti- 
cal, because there is no sci- 
entific justification of a flat rate 
on that level. 

The effects of a flat rate 
legislation must be ascertained, 
before it is ever attempted, in 
regard to possible changes in 
the demand for consumer goods, 
in the size of employment, in 
trade balance, in productivity 
and other ecconomic conditions. 
A reckless attempt to raise 
workers’ living standards may 
defeat its own purpose. 

And minimum wage legisla- 
tion must be practically feasible 
aiso in regard to its enforce- 
ment and supervision. The 
American-type flat rate was 
legislated in some Latin Amer- 
ican countries and also in the 
Philippines but that does not 
necessarily mean that the situa- 
tion in these countries is ideal. 

First Attempt 

Even the minimal legislation, 
as proposed by the Govern- 
ment, is expected to cause 
some trouble on the part of 
small enterprises that are to be 
affected by it. The Govern- 
merit, therefore, has the _ re- 
sponsibilty to see to it that 
elimination of substandard 
wages will prod the inefficient 
firms to improve productivity. 

The Government plan, though 
a far cry from the Socialist 
ideal, is not without merits. 
There are a considerable num- 
ber of workers who are ex- 
pected to benefit from the 
legislation. And some _ enter- 
prisers who have invited for- 
eign criticism by exporting 
unduly cheap products will 
learn that labor is not a cost 
item that can be squeezed 
whenever necessary. 

The minimum wage legisla- 
tion is the first attempt in 
the history of this country 
and it is small wonder that the 
general public is wary even 
of the plan of the Govern- 
ment, however lukewarm it 
may appear to labor affairs ex- 
perts. 

The proposed bill, if the Diet 
approves, will become the first 
constructive step toward a 
healthier national economy, 
though it must he followed up 
by the next step in the future. 
The widening gap in the wage 
level between large and small 
enterprises is an wunsalutary 
sign and it is time to consider 
a countermeasure in earnest,

DOCTOR ZHIVAGO by Boris 
Pasternak. Published by Phanteon 
Books, New York, $5 


Russia's greatest living poet, 
Boris Pasternak was born in 
Moscow in 1890. He is a wit 
ner of the Stalin Peace Prize. 
Doctor Zhivago, a magnificent 
panoramic portrait of Russia 
over the past 50 years, runs 
close to 250,000 words, and is 
his first long novel. 


His previous ventures in‘*o 
prose—Safe Conduct, Il Tratto 
di Apelle-—-were for the most 
part autobiographical, poetic, 
and impressionistic. A -portion 
of Doctor Zhivago was enthu- 
siastically previewed in 1954 by 
the Soviet press, during the 
“thaw.” 


After the events in Hungary 
and Poland, however, the tide 
began to turn against the liberal 
trend in Soviet literature, Pas- 
ternak, who had given the copy- 
right to his novel to the Italian 
Communist publisher Fetrinelli 
just before the thaw ended, was 
urgently requested by Soviet of- 
ficials to ask Fetrinelli to re- 
frain from publishing the book. 


Fetrinelli, however, refused 
to have the manuscrip* “doe- 
tored,” and the novel appeared 
in Italian translation in 1957. 


Doctor Zhivago, now available 
also in English, French, Ger- 
man, and Spanish, has had an 
even greater impact on its read- 
ers than did Dudintsev’s much- 
heralded novel Not by Bread 
Alone. Pasternak’s book has 
no trace of socialist realism, but 
rather the sensitive quality of 
a novel by Dostoevsky or Tol- 
stoi; it emphasizes Pasternak’s 
point of view without crudity 
vet with irresistible purpose.

WASHINGTON—The people 
of Little Rock don’t know it, 
but one of the strangest political 
friendships in Washington has 
probably influenced their school 
battle. 


It's the friendship between 
gruff, cigar-smoking, Negro-bait- 
ing Jim Eastland, senator from 
Mississippi, and handsome, ef- 
ficient,  Negro-defending Bill 
Rogers, attorney general of the 
United States. 


The two have almost nothing 
in common, yet they’ are per- 
sonal friends. Eastland is the 
idol of the White Citizens Coun- 
cils of Mississippi and Arkansas. 
Rogers denounced by the 
White Citizens Councils, is the 
idol of Harlem,; N.Y. 


Yet Rogers a Eastland are 
good friends, and their friend: 
ship has a direct bearing on the 
trouble in Little Rock today. 


Their friendship first became 
obvious to senators who sit on 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
when Rogers came up for con- 
firmation as the new attorney 
general of the United States. 
Southern senators, including 
Eastiand, were expected to op- 
pose him, or at least cross-ex- 
amine him severely regarding 
his views on civil rights, schooi 
integration, enforcement of 
supreme court decisions. 


This same Judiciary Commit- 
tee, presided over by Eastland, 
had held™up the confirmation of 
Judge Simon Sobeloff to the 4th 
Circuit Court of Appeals for 
months because Southern sen- 
ators suspected he might side 
with the Supreme Court on in- 
tegration, 


But strangely, Rogers sailed 
through the Judiciary Commit- 
tee like a breeze. Jim Pastland 
chewed his big cigar approv- 
ingly, looked like a father 
watching his son graduate from 
high school, as Bill Rogers was 
OK'd by the senate committee 
over Which Jim presided. 

Grand Jury Dropped 

Just about this time, another 
strange thing happened, The 
Justice Department quietly 


dropped plans for indieting race 
rioters at Little Rock, 


Prior to this, the FBI had 
gone to great lengths and spent 
a lot of money collecting evi- 
dence on those who stormed 
Central High School in the falt 
of 1957 leading to Presidentia:

But even if Chiang’s regime is 
shaken, the width of the Tai- 
wan Strait and the power of 
the 7th Fleet would mean that 
the future of Taiwan can »e 
determined not by fiat from 
Peiping but by an international 
treaty, agreed to by the victors 
in the war against Japan. 


Were we disengaged from 
Quemoy and disentangled from 
Chiang’s ambitions, there wouid 
be time to consider calmly what 
in the long run is truly impor- 
tant to us in Taiwan. We know 
that in the long run our interest 
in Taiwan cannot be tied up 
with Chiang’s Government. For 
that Government is manifestly 
living on borrowed time. We 
know, too, that Taiwan is much 
too near the mainland ever to 
be considered as an American 
strategic base.

Our true interest in Taiwan, 
having done our duty to see that 
Chiang’s people have a safe asy- 
lum somewhere, is that the is- 
land should not be militarized 
for an advanced Chinese base 
against the Philippines. Our 
best objective in Taiwan is that 
it should become the autono- 
mous and demilitarized home of 
the Taiwan people, and that 
they should enjoy the prosper- 
ity which the island can afford 
them.
